MEET OUR NEW PRESIDENT 


D. J. Russell, at 51, Reaches Top After 
Starting 31 Years Ago As A Timekeeper 


NEW Year's greetings were com- 
bined with congratulations for 
Donald J. Russell on January 1, when 
he took over the presidency of Southern 
Pacific Company, succeeding A. T. Mer- 
cier, retired. 

At 51 years of age, Russell is the 
youngest man ever to head the SP.* 
And he reached the top after a rela- 
tively short career which started 31 
years ago, when he took his first job 
with the Company as a timekeeper for 
a maintenance of way gang on the Sac- 
ramento Division. 

After studying engineering at Stan- 
ford University, Russell applied for a 
job in the division engineer’s office in 
Sacramento in 1920. He was turned 
down because there were no openings 
for-a civil engineer at that time. He left 
the office and was walking away when 
someone tapped him on the shoulder. 
It was a messenger, sent by George 
McCormack, then assistant division en- 
gineer on the Sacramento Division and 
since retired, who had heard young Rus-

sell asking for a job. McCormack of- 
fered him a job as timekeeper, and he 
accepted. 

Earning 50 cents an hour, Russell 
kept time for a track gang that was 
building sidings at Summit in the 
Sierra. Six weeks after he went to work, 
he was offered and accepted a job as 
instrumentman in the division engi- 
neet’s office. A short time later he was 
made assistant engineer at a salary of 
$193 a month. 

Then one day, after several months 
at that job, Russell took stock of his 
situation and himself. He had a good- 
paying job, and had advanced rapidly. 
But at this point it looked as though he

might have to wait a long time for his 
next promotion. He liked the Company, 
and he liked railroading. He decided 
that if he was going to make a career of 
the business, he should start to increase 
his knowledge and broaden his experi- 
ence. 

The best way to do that, he decided, 
was to go right to the foundation of the 
railroad—the roadbed and rails. W. H. 
Kirkbride, engineer of MofW, was sur- 
prised when Russell asked him for a 
track job, but acceded to his request. 
For the next year and a half Russell 
worked as assistant foreman and fore- 
man of extra and section gangs in Ari- 
zona and on the Sierra. 


He had given up a job that paid him 
$193 a month for one that started at 45 
cents an hour! 

Bat the decision proved wise. In 1922 
he switched back to engineering, and 
in 1923, three years after he had joined 
the railroad, he was re-promoted to as- 
sistant engineer and was placcd in 
charge under E. E. Mayo, of double- 
tracking our line over the mile-high 
Sierra Nevada range. 

In a recent interview, President Rus- 
sell said: “Good jobs don’t fall in your 
lap; you have to prepare for them. 
Keen observation and hard experience 
are the clements necessary for success 
in railroading.” His own early exper- 
ience backs up the statement. 


Eager to Learn 


While working on the. assistant en- 
gineer’s job, he also Icarned the funda- 
mentals of train dispatching. He did this 
after he was finished with his day’s 
work, sitting in a telegraph office until 
late into the night. Wearing ear phones, 
he learned how trains were directed over 
the line, and acquired other valuable 
information on how a railroad is oper- 
ated. 

Following the work in the Sierra, 
Russell directed rehabilitation and im- 
provement of the Hnes in northern 
California and southern Oregon, in- 
cluding terminal improvements at Klam- 
ath Falls. In 1927 he was made road- 
master with headquarters at Oakridge, 
Qregon. During this time he closely 
studied the book of rules and other 
operating procedures. 

In 1928 the experience Russell had 
been accumulating paid off. He was 
made assistant trainmaster on the Port-

land Division, and within a year ad- 
vanced to trainmaster. Five years later, 
when he was 34 years old, he was ap- 
pointed assistant superintendent. 

On the Portland division, Russell was 
in home territory. Although born in 
Denver he had lived much of his early 
life in Jacksonville, Oregon. When he 
was ten months old his father died from 
pneumonia. He and his mother went to 
live with her parents, who were pioneer 
residents of Oregon. His Irish grand- 
father, who was a storekeeper, probably 
was the greatest influence in shaping his 
life. He was kind and generous, but firm 
in his opinion of “right and wrong.” 

As Russell’s career grew, he gained a 
reputation for being an exacting, fair, 
square-shooting railroader. He is, and 
always has been, a firm believer in ob- 
setvance of rules. “Since so many lives 
rest in the hands of railroad people,”

he has remarked, “rules are necessary 
and they must be obeyed. A mistake can 
be forgiven; negligence never.” 


Admitting that he is a “worrier,” 
President Russell says: “I can always 
take into consideration what might pos- 
sibly go wrong, plan what should be 
done if it does, then hope that it never 
happens.” 


His associates and the men in train 
service working with him often speak 
of his almost uncanny faculty for being 
on the spot when something happened. 
Russcll himself says that he perhaps 
anticipated trouble ninety-nine times 
when nothing happened, but on the one 
hundredth time he was at the right spot 
at the right time, 


Another Rung 


In September, 1937, Russell took his 
next step up the ladder when he was 
brought to San Francisco as assistant to 
the general manager. During the two 
years he filled that position, he spent the 
greater part of his time on the line, 
gaining added experience which made it 
easy for him to step into the important 
position of superintendent, Los Angeles 
Diviston, in 1939. 

Two years later, in July, 1941, he re- 
turned to San Francisco as assistant to 
the president. He was named vice presi- 
dent in December, 1941, and executive 
vice-president on February 1, 1951. He 
has been a member of the Board of 
Directors of the Company since August, 
1943.

Pane J. McGANNEY, who be- 
came one of Southern Pacific’s vice- 
presidents on January 1, came up 
through the ranks to reach his present 
position. 

Tt was in 1911 that McGanney ap- 
plied for a job with the Company to 
Auditor A. D. McDonald, who became 
president of the Company before his 
death in 1941. 


McGanney got a job as office boy in 
the Auditor's office, was promoted to file 
clerk, and later transferred to the Execu- 
tive Department, where he was promoted 
to head file clerk. In 1917 he decided 
that his most promising future as a 
railroader was in the freight traffic field 
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and he moved to the General Freight 
Department as a rate clerk, 

McGanney’s ability to quickly grasp 
new details and his determination to 
learn every phase of the work won him 
steady advancement, In 1923, after hav- 
ing worked in various rate bureaus, he 
was named chief clerk of the train and 
manifest bureau. From there he ad- 
vanced through the positions of per- 
sonal clerk to the freight trafic man- 
ager; assistant general freight agent, 
Central District; assistant to freight 
trafic manager; assistant to vice presi- 
dent; general freight agent, and freight 
trafic manager, Central District. 


Tn 1942 he was named assistant vice- 
president, system freight traffic, and the 
following year was transferred to Chi- 


cago as general trafic manager for, 


Southern Pacific Lines. He returned to 
San Francisco in January 1951 as assist- 
ant to the president.

Railroaders Assemble by Thousands to Honor Retiring 
President A. T. Mercier and His Successor, D. J. Russell 


 REREDEATELY following the an- 
nouncement that-he would retire at 
the end of 1951, President A. T. Mercier 
said: I wish that it were possible for 
me to personally thank every SP man 
and woman with whom I have been as- 
sociated during my 48 years as a rail- 
reader. I would like to shake everyone’s 
hand and say goodbye.” 

Although it was physically impossible 
for him to fulfill his wish, Mercier ap- 
peared at some of the larger points on 
the railroad to speak before large as- 
semblages of SP employes and hear 
their representatives tell him of the 
affection with which he is held over the 
railroad. ; 

Traveling with him was his successor, 
Donald J. Russell, who, as Mercier was 
saying goodbye, said hello to all the 
railroaders who will now know him as 
president of Southern Pacific.

On the return trip from the New York 
meeting of the Board of Directors, 
where the announcement of Mercier’s 
retirement and Russell's appointment 
to succeed him was made in November, 
the retiring president and the president. 
elect appeared before large gatherings 
of SP people at New Orleans and Hous- 
ton. 


On December 15, the president was 
honored with a dinner at the Palace 
Hotel in San Francisco. Present were 
600 associates from over Pacific Lines 
and off-line agencies (see pictures .on 
pages 2425), making this one of the 
greatest gatherings of officers and em- 
ploye representatives in the history of 
the Company. D. J. Russell was chair- 
man of the program. Speakers were J. 
J. Jordan, superintendent of the Coast 
Division, and ‘George -J. ‘ Greenwood, 
president of the San Francisco SP Club. 
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Two friends of long standing mef at the San 
Francisco dinner when President Mercier was 
greeted by John M. Tangney, retired road- 
master, who was his first boss when he went 
to work for SP in 1904, 


Others at the head table included 
three directors of the Company, James 
B. Black, Allen L. Chickering and Wil- 
liam W. Crocker; Vice Presidents J. W. 
Corbett, W. W. Hale and Claude E. 
Peterson; Vice President-elect D. J. 
McGanney; General Manager R. E.

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President-elect Russel] and President Mercier 
personally met and received the good wishes 
of 600 of their active and retired fellow rail- 
roaders at the SF dinner, 


Russell presented Mercier with a 
large leather-bound memory book in 
which was inscribed, with words and 
pictures, the history of the retiring 
president's career in railroading. “This 
is a very special edition,” Russell said. 
“It is the only copy in existence. And 
this is fitting, for there is only one A. T. 
Mercier, a man who has inspired hard 
work and devotion on the part of thou- 
sands of Southern Pacific people.” 

Russell spoke of Mercier’s special in- 
terest in the people who make up our 
railroad. 

“Mr. Mercier is a man who could 
always be talked to,” Russell said. 
“There were no ‘stars’ in his line-up. 
The team was the thing. Every employe 
was respected for the important part 
he plays in making the team click.” 

In concluding the dinner, Russell 
said: “We can ail be very proud of the 
Southern Pacific Company. It is made 
up of fine people. It has never failed in 
its obligation or gone through receiver- 
ship. We are going to continue to go 
forward with the Company we serve.” 

On December 17, Mercier was hon- 
ored at Sacramento General Shops, 
where over 4500 railroaders assembled 
to say goodbye to him and to welcome 
his successor: (see ‘picture on page 12).

SP’S EFFICIENCY IN HANDLING 1951 
TRAFFIC LOAD SETS ALL-TIME RECORD 


OUTHERN PACIFIC’s 1951 traffic 

load, forty billion ton-miles of freight, 
will approximate the all-time record set 
in the peak war year of 1944, 


This was revealed by President A. T. 
Mercier, prior to his retirement De- 
cember 31, in a year-end review of our 
railroad’s achievements. 


Mercier pointed out that Southern 
Pacific’s immense volume of traffic was 
handled with greater efficiency than ever 
before, as measured by the key index 
of gross ton-miles per freight train-hour. 
For 1951, the railroad set a record of 
about 48,400 gross ton-miles per freight 
train-hour, as against 46,700 in 1950 and 
36,300 for about the same trafic load 
in 1944, 


Contributing to this record of increas- 
ing efficiency, the president said, were 
the Company’s fleet of 226 Diesel freight 
locomotives and its growing number of 
new freight cars of larger capacity, near- 
ly 29,600 of which have been acquired 
during the past six years. 


The benefits of the large traffic volume, 
higher rates, and the steady increase in 
operating efficiency have been more than 
offset, however, by the effects of in- 
flation on operating costs. The reason, 
it was emphasized, is that the prices the 
railroads are permitted to charge fall 
far short of keeping step with rising 
costs of wages and materials. 

“Since 1940,” he said, “Southern Pa- 
cific has been granted freight rate in- 
creases totaling about 56 per cent, Dur- 
ing the same period our average revenue 
per ton-mile has increased about 33 per 
cent. On the other hand, wage rates have 
risen J48° per cent, locomotive fuel 
prices 115 per cent, and the prices of 
other material and supplies about 112 
per cent.” 


Reviewing the vast changes that have 
taken place on the railroad since Janu- 
ary 1, 1904, when he joined the company 
ranks as a rodman in a surveying gang, 
Mercier said: 


“Southern Pacific now operates about 
one-third more miles of railroad than 
in 1904, and its trains carry more than 
seven times the volume of freight traffic 
in a year and almost twice as much 
passenger traffic. 


“In contrast, the System's operating 
income after expenses, rentals, and taxes 
is only about twice that of 1904. This 
means that the railroad must perform a 
great deal more service today to earn a 
dollar with which to make improvements 
to its plant. 


“In 1906, Southern Pacific built one 
of the nation’s first all-steel passenger 
coaches. Today, the Company operates 
fine streamlined trains on all its prin- 
cipal routes. Wooden freight cars have 
given way to steel, and their average 
capacity has been increased from slight- 
ly less than 30 tons in 1904 to 51 tons 
in 1951. 


“Also, since 1904, the railroad spanned 
the Great Salt Lake, saved the Imperial 
Valley when the Colorado River over- 
flowed, built San Francisco’s million- 
dollar-per-mile Bayshore Cutoff, erected 
the Martinez-Benicia bridge, completed 
a line deep into Mexico, double-tracked 
the line over the Sierra, added a second 
main line across most of the Southwest, 
built the Cascade and Modoc lines for 
better service to the Pacific Northwest, 
pioneered in speedy ‘Overnight’ mer- 
chandise freight service, and joined with 
Union Pacific in building the largest 
refrigerator car fleet in the world. 

“During World War II, the railroad 
did its vital job efficiently through five 
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record-breaking traffic years, and at the 
same time launched a whole new chapter 
in its history of progress. There has been 
a spectacular increase in mechanization 
and the use of electronic devices such as 
centralized traffic control, railroad radio, 
electronic accounting machines, and 
radar-type testing devices. We have 
placed in service about a million and 
a half horse-power of diese! locomotives. 
Retarder-equipped freight yards, new 
diesel shops and laboratories, and many 
miles of improved track and bridges are 
other examples of the important changes 
that have taken place in the short span 
of the past five to ten years to hold down 
expenses and improve service to ship- 
pers and passengers.” 


J. B. Baker Retires;

ITH almost 50 years of SP rail- 

roading to his credit, J. B. Baker, 
valuation officer, headquarters SF, re- 
tired December 30. C. R. Tinkler was 
named to succeed him, Other appoint- 
ments were M. R. Haynes, to valuation 
and tax engineer; E. J. G. Allen, to asst. 
valuation engineer, 

Baker started with the Company in 
September 1902, holding a number of 
Maintenance of Way positions on the 
Western and Portland divisions before 
joining the Valuation Department in San 
Francisco in 1915. Among the division 
positions he filled were roadmaster’s 
clerk, B&B clerk, draftsman and asst. 
engineer, yard foreman, West Oakland, 
and roadmaster at Tracy, Corvallis and 
Albany. 

Among the positions he held in the 
Valuation Department were assistant en- 
gineer, office engineer and assistant 
valuation engineer, He had held the title 
of valuation officer since July 1929.

Valuation Dept. in 1917 and has held 
the position of assistant engincer since 
1921.

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Off-Line Offices Play Important 
Part in Avoiding Freight Claims 


AbMost every department in South- 
ern Pacific is more or less directly 
involved in the campaign to keep freight 
loss and damage at a minimum. This 
includes the Company’s off-line offices in 
America’s great industrial centers such 
as Chicago, where our eastern car serv- 
ice agent, Fred J. Phillips and his stafl, 
shown below, maintain a constant watch 
to see that eastern shippers load SP cars 
properly and with the proper merchan- 
dise for the cars. 

In the Detroit area alone, which is 
under the supervision of the Chicago 
office, there are over a thousand spe- 
cially-equipped SP cars assigned to the 
automobile industry. Our eastern repre- 
sentatives keep a watchful eye on these 
high priced freight cars, keeping them 
in assignment and ordering them to the 
shops when they need repairs. Shippers 
in the East are contacted frequently 
from a service standpoint, to learn their 
car requirements in order to insure 
equitable distribution of equipment. 

Both proper maintenance and the plac- 
ing of suitable cars have a direct bearing 
on reduction of freight claims. For ex- 
ample, an eastern freight car manufac-

turer notifies Southern Pacific that 
twenty-five new box cars will be com- 
pleted and ready for delivery on a cer- 
tain date. SP then decides that these 
cars will be loaded with freight in the 
East for consignment to the West Coast. 
The eastern car service agent confers 
with the Traffic Department in SF, to 
obtain lading which in no way could 
cause damage to or contaminate these 
brand new cars. In this manner new 
cars are maintained in first class condi- 
tion for the loading of high grade com- 
modities. 

Expeditious movement of both loaded 
and empty SP cars on foreign lines is a 
part of the every-day routine of this 
busy Chicago office, and prevents claims 
caused by freight arriving past scheduled 
time. 

The castern car service agent and his 
staff, which operates under the direct 
supervision of C. H. Grant, general su- 
perintendent of transportation, SF, are 
doing a great deal to maintain first class 
customer relationships along with taking 
an active part in the freight protection 
program,

Railroadmen had 
a share in the victory, for every member of that gallant band of fighters was 
carried across the continent on his way to Korea in a railway train. Railroads 
handled the division completely from coast to coast in 20 passenger trains 
and 6 freight trains. Twenty-one railroads cooperated in the operation. The 
movement required 275 Pullmans, 40 baggage cars and 40 dining cars. ‘The 
six freight trains consisted of 246 flat cars and 185 box cars; thus, there was 
a total of 355 passenger-train cars and 431 freight cars required in the 
movement. The railroads delivered the last train at its destination at a 
Pacifie Coast port six hours ahead of schedule. This was but.one of many 
major military movements handled by the railroads since the United States 
entered the Korean conflict. Never a day nor an hour passes that troop 
and munition trains are not on the move, speeding across the country ‘to’ or 
from seaports and training areas,.as America strengthens its armies inthe 


field and its defenses at home.
